RANGOON—Considerable efforts have

[It is possible that the politicians may 
seize upon this criticism of the former 
President by the secretary as a further 
means to influence the present executive. 
Mr. Taft is firm in insisting that none 
of his official family shall question the 
acts of his predecessor. 

Among the President’s callers today 
was Serator Warner of Missouri. This 
afternoon he is to receive Victor Mason 
and S. A. Orr of New York. Plans are 
being arranged by Secretary Norton for 
the coming of President Montt of Chile 
to Beverly on Saturday, when he will 
be received with all the honors due an 
official of his rank. 

The President this afternoon is work- 
ing on his Provincetown speech, which 
will be delivered at the dedication of 
the Pilgrim monument Friday. The 
trip will be made from Beverly on the 
Mayflower, and the start will be made 
soon after the sun is up. 

This morning the President played 
golf with John Hays Hammond of Mag- 
nolia,. 

Mr. Taft’s golf is improving with his 
daily practise on the Myopia links. He is 
fast rounding into “cup form,” although 
his scores are still quite a distance from 
the bogey figure. 

Kighty-two is the bogey for the 18- 
hole course. The President’s best score, 
made one day recently against Captain 
Butt, is 100. The Myopia links are con- 
sidered the most difficult in America and 
the President’s score shows splendid 
form, according to the enthusiasts here. 


TEXTILE SCHOOL 
TO HAVE ADDITION 


LOWELL, Mass.—Two instructors at 
the Lowell textile school are directing the 
erection of an addition to the school 
plant which is to be of cement brick, 
one story in height and 195x60 feet, and 
to cost $22,000.

GRAND TRUNK STRIKE 


[9 ENDED WITH PACT 
TO RAISE MEN'S PAY 


OTTAWA, Ont.—The strike of con- 
ductors, trainmen and yardmen, which 
began at the Grand Trunk and Central 
Vermont system July 18 was officially 


‘ealled off Tuesday night. 


Under the. terms of -the agreement 
signed by President Hays for the rail- 
roads and all the union officials, the men 
will receive, dating back to May 1 of this 
year, an advance of approximately 18 per 
cent, and beginning Jan. 1, 1912, a rate 
of wages slightly below the eastern asso- 
ciation schedule, for which they struck, 
but in many instances of 
qnore than 20 per cent. 

The men obtain two conobealsinn over

the day they struck. First, the standard- 
ization of pay and rules with those re- 
cently conceded by the Canadian Pacific 


takes place Jan. 1, 1912, instead of Jan. 

Against 
this must be placed the fact that the 
Canadian Pacific standard and rules are 
not quite those of the eastern associa-

LONDON MUSICAL NOTES. 


(Special Correspondence of The Monitor.) 
ONDON—The first performance in 
London of Richard Strauss’ opera 

“Feuersnot” has aroused considerable 

interest and, as has been the case with 

regard to all his other works, opinions 


as to its merits are varied. The poem 
by Ernst von Wolzegen, has been trans- 
lated into English by William Wallace, 


who has given it the title of “Beltane 


Fire’ The scene of the opera is laid in 
Munich, where the celebration of the 
Festival of Midsummer, or St. John the 
Baptist’s Eve, is about to take place, 
by the burning of bonfires. 

This same tradition which was at one 
time observed in England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, used to be known in these coun- 
tries by the name of: “Beltane” and it 
is for this reason that Mr. Wallace has 
in every instance translated the word 
“Feuersnot” into “Beltane,” or “Bel- 
tane’s Fire,” feeling this to be the exact 
English equivalent. 

The original inspiration for this work 
Was apparently found in a collection of 
“Netherlandish Sagas” by Johann Wil- 
helm Wolf. The chief characters in the 
opera are Kunrad, an alchemist, and 
Diemut, daughter of the Burgomaster. 
There are several smaller parts and a 
prominent place in the work js taken by 
the ghorus, which includes a number of 
children, who are collecting wood ‘for 
their bonfires. 

The performaneces so far have not 
been very brilliant. It has been com- 
plained by some that the orchestra is 
allowed to be too prominent, although 
it_is undeniable that in the orchestral 
atrompaniment the chief interest lies. 
The wind instruments, however, are bad. 
Although there is undoubtedly much that 
is beautiful in the score, the work as 
a whole lacks interest. 

A great deal has been heard lately 
of the advantage of opera in the native 
tongue, but if this is to become enjoy- 
able, our singers must learn to pronounce 
in such a way as to allow the audience 
to know what language they are singing 
in. At present it is only possible to 
catch an occasional word, without con- 
stant referencé to the libretto, and sing- 
ing in English seems for some reason 
to have the effect of holding the voice, 
and preventing it from coming out fully.

The public still demands a high order 
architecture for libraries, but archi- 
tecture that adapts itself to the uses 
for which the building is constructed.

This 
lesson has now been learned in public 
library construction; and library build- 
ings architecturally beautiful and, at the 
same time, adapted to their special work 
are constructed in large numbers through- 
out the country every year. 

An architectural expert should, of 
course, design a library building; but he 
should design it only after thorough con- 
sultation with a library expert. Library 
economy and methods are changing so 
rapidly that a far different type of build- 
ing is needed from the type in vogue a 
veneration ago, So, however eminent an 
architect may be, he should call in an 
experienced librarian as an_ assistant 
architect. :

But 
as a/ bese d are not demanding ex- 
cellence in the current literature that 
is put into those buildings. No man 
builds a mansion or a palace and fur- 
nishes it with bungalow furniture, The 
furniture dealer is expected to supply 
goods that correspond in excellence to 
the house he furnishes. The chief fur- 
nishings of a library are books. Should 
not the American public demand of pub- 
lishers of current authors better fur- 
niture in the shape of books for the 
magnificent book-palaces it is building 
everywhere ? 

We have come to an era when good 
architecture is everywhere appreciated 
and demanded, We even require that 
our railroad stations shall be works of 
high art. Our bridges must be some- 
thing more than a mere roadbed across 
a stream or river. They must be made 
architecturally beautiful by artistic 
piers and towers. A new birth of archi- 
tectural appreciation is everywhere ap- 
parent and nowhere more so than in 
public library buildings. We = strenu- 
ously demand excellence in these build- 
ings. Is it not time to demand excel- 
lence in the literature we store in them? 
Is it not time for a new era of great- 
ness in American literature? This era 
of greatness is sure to come sooner or 
later and we have been preparing for 
it so fong may We not reasonably ex- 
pect it to burst, like a new morning, 
upon us at any time?

NEW YORK—Northwestern wheat re- 
ceipts for the first day in August were 
the largest in three years. Chicago alone 
received 458 cars, out of 791 for three 
markets, against 515 cars last week, and 
487 last year. Pressure of supplies, upon 
the market bringing wheat ‘more 
nearly to its true commercial basis than 
was possible under the speculative swing 
which came with extremely adverse crop 
news 

V iaible supplies of wheat at beginning 
of the week were 12,375,000 bushels, or 
an increase of 3,393,000 bushels. A) vear 
ago the visible supply in the United 
States was 7,609,000 bushels. Not until 
the middle of September was se high a 
figure as the present one reached. This 
pressure of supplies yupon the market 
does not as vet find 'much relief in ex- 
ports, amounting to Tess than fem 
bushels a week. Las week’s exports for 
the world were high enough to hold down 
in the international market; and 
to ‘make holders of wheat here slow to 
accept offerings at present prospects. 

The flour milling situation is also a 
factor in affecting mavement of visibles. 
Dull trade is widely reported and this 
is the season when mills are likely to 
be running on minimum time. Under

One of the reasons given by a govern- 
ment official for the delay was the fact 
that last vear foreigners sent abroad 
from the United States more than 377,- 
HOO.000 in international money orders. 
It is believed here that more than half 
this amount is deposited abroad, and 
that the new postal bank system in 
the United States will practically put a 
stop to this tremendous outflow of money 
each year. 

Treasury officers expect by the end of 
the week to @e able to Iay before the 
secretary of the treasury, with reason- 
ably definite recommendations, the work- 
able details of the postal savings bank 
and reclamation bond bills, so far as they 
relate to the activities of the treasury 
department. The bureau of engraving 
and printing has already prepared sam- 
ples of the postal savings bank bonds 
which are to be sold to depositors in the 
postal savings banks upon their demand. 
Samples) of reclamation certificates of 
indebtedness are also nearly ready, but 
there are details of ‘importance in con- 
nection with both which remain to be 
discussed. 

The postal savings bank bonds are 
required by law to be issued in amounts 
of $20, $40, $80 and $100 denominations. 
The law says they may be either regis- 
tered or coupon bonds. The problem be- 


fore the department is to decide which 


class to issue. Inasmuch as the interest 
is payable semi-annually and will be 
very small at the 2 per cent rates on the 
smallet bonds, it is probable that the 
larger denominations will be issued in 
coupon form while the smaller bonds 
will be registered. 

The law providing for reclamation cer- 
tificates of indebtedness permits the 
treasury department to reimburse itself 
for expenditures made on reclamation 
projects in the amount of $20,000,0U0, 
The law further provided that no such 
expenditure should take place until a 
board of army engineers had given its 
judgment on the various projects. It is 
more than likely that requisitions 
funds will made in comparatively 
small amounts scattered several 
years in time. The treasury expects to 
be able to take care of these requisi- 
tions, and no definite time has 
set for the issue of the certificates of in- 
debtedness. Likewise, in the

and he have done all they could to make this administration a success. 
The modest position of the personal. pronoun makes us feel that 
Mr. Ballinger has not done himself full justice; but at all events

International law of a sort has always 
existed so far as treaty rights and respect for ambassadors are 
concerned, but it was in the sixteenth century that international law, 
as we understand the term, began to take shape. As our readers are 
aware, it was studied and written largely by men who were saturated 
with the Roman or civil law and today bears many of the signs of 
its origin. But the international law that now subsists in inter- 
national jurisdiction is really that body of law which is used to 
prevent war and to impress upon the world the rules of justice and 
reason. Yet this law has a great defect: it has not as yet attained 
to the form of a definite and comprehensive system or code 
sufficient for all controversies that are likely to arise between nations. 
Another objection may be urged, though not to international law 
itself, that there are not enough persons learned in it. Through this 
fact it arises that the number of such lawyers is small and conse- 
quently unable to originate conveniently a demand for greater 
certainty in the rules of international law. 

We therefore urge upon our readers’ attention the importance 
of international conventions that may erect what shall be really a 
body of international law, and the establishment of a school where 
the rules of that law may be studied. There appeared very recently 
a proposition in the press made by a gentleman interested in the 
matter, that there should be established a school of international law, 
and if we understand him aright, this schdbl was proposed to be at 
or near The Hague, that it might partake of the advantages presented 
by the presence of those professional men who would argue questions 
of international law. We further point out to our readers the great 
significance of a school of law founded for the special purpose of 
providing practitioners whose business it would be‘to treat the atti- 
tude of peaceful controversy and arbitration betwe@n the nations of 
the world as an accomplished fact. The rules of international law 
can be made much more definite today than in the times of Grotitus 
and Vattel. The enormous extension of the world’s trade and the 
great improvement in means of communication, have made the 
actual relations of the nations much closer. This appears in many 
respects; as Mr. Hill has pointed out in his work on the development 
of diplomacy, boundaries as we understand them did not exist in 
the middle ages, but today they are well fixed; the usages of commerce 
have been much solidified because its increasing bulk has forced some 
common rule; the same thing must happen to the law of contract 
for the same reason. But itis for their moral weight that a defined 
body of international laws must be created; just as an individual has 
no desire to make himself obnoxious bv transgressing a law that 
others have promised to respect, so no nation wishes to be put ina 
position where it will seem unwilling to follow those rules, of right 
and wrong which a majority of the other nations have agreed it is 
more becoming to obey. 
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Jupcep by the increasing frequency with which the South 
American republics are getting their names in the newspapers: of 
late, there can be no doubt that that section of the world is rapidly 
coming to the front. The natural.advantages enjoyed by the splendid 
republics that are rearing themselves in “the southern half of the 
western world will no doubt sometime make them to be reckoned 
with the foremost of the world powers.

Now, 
however, when Baltimore is sharing handsomely in the country’s 
prosperity, the plan has been revived.

SOME time since, we expressed our 
disapprobation of those. American soldiers 
of fortune, that in order to catisfy their 
love of adventure and craving for excitement 
proceed to do so in the weak republics in 
Central America, without any regard for 
diplomatic complications that might arise 
therefrom. At the time that we wrote we 
expressed ourselves with reference to the 
troubles in Nicaragua, but now the same 
thing appears to be happening in the republic of Hondura: 
two Americans are reported to be making themselves , ptomun 
in a way that can reflect no credit on the United States. ‘vhese 
men go to a foreign territory and take part in wars in which 
they are in no way interested, but engage in them only to satisfy 
their love of adventure. Were the United States to seek to restrain 
them as its citizens, they would raise a loud outcry and talk largely 
of their rights as citizens; but do they become prisoners of war 
and subject to all the vicissitudes that any one risks that takes 
part in a war that is little more than a series of guerrilla operations 
conducted by half-civilized combatants, they at once resort eile 
to the cry of citizenship, but this time that they may be saved from 
the consequences. of those acts which they would brook no 
interference in doing. 

Time and again the United States government 1s forced to 
adopt a tone of official protection toward these American 
adventurers and run the risk not only of diplomatic complication 
with Central and South American governments et wn h foregn 
as well. The government is put in a position well nigh ridiculous 
when it must appear as the champion of soldiers of fo tune whose 
championship of the cause of freedom is somewhat contused with 
a desire to fight in a quarrel about which they care very little. 

America’s great interest is to form a lasting and sincere 
friendship with South America and show it an example of dignity 
and self-respect that can be as useful as it is honorable. Were 
left to our government officials, there would not be much difficulty 
about this. but unhappily the national credit 1s constantly menaced 
by those whom to describe as a nuisance would be rare moderation. 
As things go today, it 1s to the individual conscience and self-control 
of Americans that we must look, in order that our critics to the 
south may not be able to sav, “There are thousands of German 
merchants and planters in South America, but in Central -America 
the business of the Americans is civil war.”

That is to say, we have 
of the Live Stock Journal that horses have 
increased six million head in the last ten years. There are now 
in the country 31,000,000 farm and city horses, with a valuation 
of S3, 500,000,000, and prices are better than ever be fore—S2: 0 
oO $500 for good draft horses. 

How is this accounted for? The answer is: The ‘railroads and 
various forms of machinery have called for’ more horses to do 
the increasing work. <All the automobiles manufactured in the 
world in 1910 will number, it is estimated, 235,000, and their value 
will be about $235.000,000. The 2,000,000 horses in Illinois alone 
are valued at $256,000,000. Horse breeding is the most important 
industry in the country as well as the most profitable, it is claimed, 
and we are told that farmers cannot supply the increasing demand 
from American and European markets for more and better animals. 

Now all this must convey a sensé of deep satisfaction to the 
mind of every right-hearted man. All those who favor progress 
will hope for a tremendous expansion of the automobile industry 
in the years to come. Every observant and well-poised person 
must see that the automobile has come to stay and that its use will 
constantly increase. But we all want the horse to continue to hold 
a place in the world’s activities, and it is pleasing to know that 
so far steam, gasoline and electricity, instead off wresting occupation 
from him, have increased his opportumities,|and, on the whole. 
bettered his condition. 
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Tue law enacted by Congress authorizing 
the issue of $20,000,000 by the government 
in aid of reclamation projects in the West 
provides that no part of the proceeds shall 
be expended on any new undertaking until 
the army engineering board charged with 
this responsibility shall make a report on 
the proposition and the President shall 
approve its findings and recommendations. 
Five army engineers are at present studying 
closely the situation in the territory concerned in the reclamation 
movement, and for the purpose especially of inquiring into the 
thirty-two government projects now in hand. They will be- in 
readiness, it is understood, to lay a comprehensive report before 
the President previous to the reassembling of Congress. 

The inquiry is of the utmost importance, and this fact 1s 
recognized fully by the advocates of government-aided reclamation. 

What the government desires to learn, of course, Is whether 
or not the projects are worthy ones. “If they are, if assurance ts 
given that they will make adequate returns for the money necessary 
to carry them on, then the national credit may be safely extended 
to them. In the debate attending the bond-issue proposition, it 
was stated that some of the projects under consideration were of 
doubtful character. The number upon which it was openly asserted 
it would not pay to expend more money was given as four, but 
there mav be others, and the army engineers are ent rusted with 
the responsibility of pointing them out if such should be the case. 
reclamation projects deserving of 
a shame to go on spending money 
upon those which do not give ample assurance of success. There 
is always the possibility th. at failure, due to ignorance, lack of 
frankness or downright dishonesty, may bring the entire movement 
into popular disfavor and cause the government to withhold aid 
where it might be worthily and profitably bestowed.
